The second exhibition of the Pforiocial 
Agrtenttarat”Boctety takes place to-dsy in 
this city, in the same locality where it was 
held las} year, vis., the city pound, on “Yates 
street. It is gratifying to know that the in- 
terest in these annual exhibitions is extend- 
ing, not alone among those engaged in agri- 
cultural pursuits, but among all classes of 
the community. This»ie as it should be. 
All have an interest, either direct or indirect, 
in the caltivation of the soil and the develop- 
meat of the agricultural resources of the 
country, and nothing has a more direct ten- 
dency to create such aa interest than an an- 
nual display of agricultural productions aud 
the awarding of premiums to those who ex- 
hibit the best ‘specimens in the various 
classes which go to make up the sum of the 
efbibition, Thése consist of grain, roots, 
fruits, butter, cheese, cattle, horses, sheep, 
swine, poultry, domestic manufactures, etc. 
Notwithstanding the munchauseaisms of Mr. 
D. G. F. Macdonald, who bas recently beea 
saying some very bard things against British 
Céléa@bia fn the columns of an English jour- 
gil,’ among others that this country is 
almost destitute of land fit for cultivation 
and the climate so inhospitable that no kind 
ofograin cat be successfully grown in it, 
théreds as Goe grain produced in this Pro- 
vince ag in any part of the world. A sample 
of wheat grown on this island was last year 
gent by one of our farmers to the Ontario 
Provincial Agricaltural Society’s exhibition, 
and Was pronounced by the judges who ex- 
amined jtas by far the finest sample of wheat 
ig the exbibition, and would have carried off 
the highest prize had there been the 
requisite quantity to entitle it thereto. 
The owner, however, received a letter from 
the Secretary of the Association thanking 
him for having sent the grain, and conveying 
thé facts We have above related. Itis no 
unusual thing to grow wheat in this country, 
both on the island and maialand, that weighs 
from 66 to 70 Ibs. per bushel, and from 40 to 
&@busbels to the acre, which is probably the 
best kind of refutation that can be-given to 
the wanton or ignorant misrepresentations of 
men of the Macdouald stripe. Barley, oats, 
and hops are also grown here of a quality 
that cannot be surpassed anywhere, the lat- 
ter “article commanding in the California 
market a higher price than any grown else- 
where. As for potatoes, turnips,‘and other 
ruot crops, they are produced in the greatest 
profusion, and of a quality that will bear 
comparison with any products of the kiol 
grown in any part of the world. If we are 
correctly informed, the show to-day of the 
products of the soil will far surpass, in quan. 
tity it not in quality, any previous exbibi- 
Cob that hes been held in the country. The 
geason bas been more thao usually favorable, 
‘nad’ with better appliances and a higher state 
of cultivation, our farmers will be in a better 
position then ever before to demonstrate the 
ity of eur soil and climate to agri- 
-purseits. Hitherto our anoual ex 
hibitions-have cut rather a poor figure in the 
‘Gisplays of cattle and horses. In these de- 
partments there is wide room for improve- 
meat. New blood is needed in both. Through 
the enterprise of Dr. Tolmie, who last vear 
: imported a fine young thorough-bred Dar- 
ham ball from Oregon, a step has been taken 
to supply this need so far as cattle are con- 
@ereed, bat there is room for many more such 
animals in the country, aed money invested 
in first class stock of the kind could scarcely 
fail to yield a handsome profit upon the 
dnvestment. One or two good draught 
stallions, of the Clydesdale breed, 
for instance, would be a boon to the 
agriculturists of the country, who require 
‘es wuch more powerful class of horses for 
teaming snd other heavy work than than they 
now possess. We presume these and kindred 
subjects will engage the attention of farmers 
at the meeting which is to take place in the 
evening after the exhibition isover. A din- 
ner will come off at the Pacific Telegraph 
Hotel, and ‘wemay expect to bear some after 
Liver speeches relating to agricultural 
“shits and stock-raising that will be of inter- 
est to farmers and others engaged in such pur- 
suits. Itis to be regretted that the Provin- 
celal and Saanich exhibitions should have been 
held on the same day; as it cannot but mili- 
tate in a measure against the interests of both. 
We hope that such a mishap may never again 
occur, but that.on future occasions matters 
will be so ordered as to avoid anything of the 
kind. We hope that the efforts of our 
Basnich friends may be crowned with s ful! 
measure of success, and their enterprise re- 
ceive that degree of encouragement to which 
a Ig faighy entitled.

THE HOLLOWAY LUNATIC ASYLUM. 


Upon St. Ano’s Heath, one of the most pic- 
turesque elevations in the county of Sarrey, 
Mr. Thomas Holloway, whose name is kuown 
in every tand that possesses 8 newspaper, has 
commenced the-erection of a magnificent 
asylum, which be is about to present to the 
British nation, fer the reception of lunatic 

atients. The site of the asylum faces the 
Virginie Water station of the Staines and 
Workingham branch of the London and 
South Western Railway, the front haviog 
south-westerly aspect. The ground selected 
ig about 21 acres in extent, and 5 acres of 
this will be covered by the buildiog, whieh 
will be of richly-decorated Gotbic architec~ 
ture, baving o fagade of 640 ft. anda depth: 
of 250 ft. The materials will consist of red 
brick and Portland-stone dressings. There 
will be @ handsome coloanade of massive pil- 
lars at the chief entrance aud 4 central tower 
of 170 ft., with turrets at each wing about 
60 ft. bigh. A terrace, 40 ft. wide, will run 
along the principal front and by the wings. 
The asylum will cost £100,000, will take 
three years ia buildiog, and is intended to 
accommodate about 400 male and female 
ts. The arcbitects are Messrs. Cross- 
and, Salomons, and Jones, of Carlton Cham- 
bers, Regent Street.

Infringing the Hack By-Lavz-

Wholesale and Retail Licenses. 


The Police Magistrate, Mr. Elliott, yester- 
dvy gave judgment with regard to the ques- 
tion brought before him a short time since 
concerning a-complaict against certain par- 
ties who. were alleged to be selling wholesale 
and possessing a retail license only. He 
said be was not aware that any Act existed 
either here or elsewhere which clearly defines 
the difference between wholesale or retail, 
except in so far as the vend ng, of liquors 
was concerned, and it was rather difficult 
therefore to decide the line, and a reference 
to the dictionary was equally:at fault as to 
the meaning of the respectiveterms. In that 
case in order to arrive at a fair conclusion on 
the point, regard must be had to the general 
sysiem of business in the country in which 
the business is carried on. As a general rule 
it struck him that the wholesale trader is 
one who supplies bis goods to those who in 
their turn deal out in small quantities. 

Ia the case of Mr. Rickman there was no 
evidence to show that he sold in any but 
small quantities. The Magistrate was there- 
tore unable to order that be pay a wholesale 
license, and dismissed the summons but 
without costs. . 

As against Mr. H. Saunders the evidence 
was clear that be bad sold frequently, as 
many as five barrels ot sugar to one person, 
and in the case of sugar Le held that the sale 
of one barrel is retail, and any transaction 
over that quantity constitated in this country 
an encroachmest on the privileges of the 
wholesale trader. Hecould only express a 
general opinion that he who se!ls to another 
who may sell those goods again ought to be 
regarded as a wholesale trader and to pay for 
a wholesale license accordingly.

Beautiful and Valuable Collection 
ot Marine Shells, Btc. 


About one of the most interesting entries 
made at the Proviocal Exhibition, which is 
to be beld to-day at Buckley’s Hall, is that 
of a collection of a rare and beautiful sea 
shells, ete., to be placed on exbibition by Mr. 
R. Homfiay, C.B., of this city, The collec- 
tion ig a very valuable ove to science, inas- 
much as 6ome of the species are new to nata- 
ralists, and have been obtained ia the Straits 
of Fact, at depths varying from « few feet to 
six hundred; for the latter a dredge bad to 
be used, such esis generslly in requisition 
when bringing to the surface submarine ani- 
mal life, living ia the depths of. the ocean 
Four cases of these beautiful molluscs, poly- 
pi, radiata, to whieb belong star-fish sponges 
shells, etc., will be shown ; in one case is & 
very pecaliar looking creature, possessing, 
we should say, the habits of the order to 
which belongs the octoroid, or cattle fisb. 
It*has the deliéste arms or tentacula of the 
classes mentioned,and when they are uncoiled 
at full length in search of food, they will 
extend ten or twelve feet; on approach of 
alarm these arms are gathered up in the form 
of balls of cotton all ‘around the body, It 
would require the knowledge of a savant, or 
that of a person well informed in the science 
of that branch of mataral history to which 
the collection belongs, to write inteliigently 
when describing this rare collection. There 
is one thing to be noved, ana which sbould 
not be forgotten,—not a single shell has been 
artificially colored ; they are preserved, and 
present as nearly as can be, the celor and ap- 
pearance attaching to them wher in their na- 
tive element. Mr, Homfray's exhibits will 
bave many admirers, for such they should, 
having been as they are, the Isbor and re- 
search of ten or s dozen years, and attended 
with a good deal of expense and anxiety, but 
not uomixed with pleasare.
